north was at Elmira where 1.1,916 pris- 
oners were confined in an open pen or 
stockade. The death list reached 2,994, 
about 25 per cent. In March, 1S6S. the 
greatest mortality occurred—435—or 
16.5 per cent, of all the deaths. All 
except six of the dead were burled In 
a field which was afterward plowed up 
and planted 
with wheat, and now 


neither summer nor winter shows a 
sign of where 3,000 hapless confeder- 
ates were laid away.

mission lind Is forever to remain a 
mission land, nurtured by 
outside 


agencies. The native church In Japan 
covers the entire empire. It has many 
self-supporting 
congregations. 
and 


powerful leaders not a few. It Is said 
that In remote government 
schools 


where- there was not a single Chri 
Han, 
the students are nevertheless 


divided into Uemura and Ebana camps 
—these latter being the names ot the 
preachers who are the leaders of-two 
parties in the churches, whose vigor- 
ous newspaper controversies are fa- 
miliar to a wide constituency.

All of the maay Japanese writers and 
teachnrs with whom I have thus fs.r 
talked freely concede at least an Im-

The foregoing Is an endeavor lo 


give a clear - glimpse of a sltuatJon 
that seems to be understood very 
slightly In America. 
Hack here one 


hears 
echoes of fervid 
reports of 


"Japan's Religious Awakening." and 
"Japan's plea for missionaries." Over 
these 1 have seen old missionaries 
shake their heads. 
At the 
recent 


meeting of the Council of Missions o[ 
tho 
Presbyterian 
and 
Reformed 


churches which struggled with the 
present burning Issues Jt was declared 
openly lhat no more now mlssJonaj-l&s 
should be sent hero until the present 
problematic situation has 
been ad- 


Justed. It may be that some men al- 
ready hero will havo to return home. 
To a mere observer it appears reason- 
able that a man who has been In 
Japan many 
years 
without having 


learned the language, or acquired the 
Japanese viewpoint, or attained nym- 
pathetic and fraternal relations "with 
Iho native Cliristlans, should consider 
himself called to some more congenial 
field of labor. A recent issue of "Mis- 
sion News." a monthly jjublished In 
Kobe In the Interesls of the Amnrl- 
can Board Mission, contained these 
striking sentences: 
"The time for 


extra-territorial' Christianity In Japan 
la rapidly drawing to an end. If It Is 
not already passed. Missions and mis- 
sionaries are being tesled. They li»^e 
Lccompllshcd a mighty work in the 
past and it Is In their power to do 
even greater work in tho present and 
Immediate future. Will they meet the 
tost and rise to the opportunity that 
Is theirs?" 


On this last point tho Japanese are 


quite insistent. They say the now day 
demands a new kind of help from 
America. Instead "of men to do preach- 
ing and teaching—for which some as- 
sert there aro now sufficient qualified 
Japanese—they want men of the char- 
acter and calibre of President Charles 
Cuthbert Hall, of Union Seminary, 
New Yorlc, who made a pronounced 
Impression during; his recent visit to 
Japan. 
They 
want 
statesmanlike 


leaders, men of large culture, great 
learning and broad sympathies. 
Tlie 


best that America has In the wny of 
teachers and pastors may profitably 
bo sent to Japan to lead her native 
leaders and Inspire her native Inspir- 
ers. 


In tbe meantime the majority of 


missionaries, as well as many Japan- 
ese, declare that Japan still needs the 
missionaries. 
Tho native church, is 


not strong enough, either In men or 
money, 
to go 
It 
alone. 
Japanese 


preachers from ..outlying parts of the 
empire say frankly that this whole 
uproar is a To^lo product, and they 
hint at the ambition of certain Tokio 
leaders to control the Japanese church. 
An English missionary told me that 
the control of funds could not he 
turned over to Japanese until the lat- 
ter, as a nation, have learned new 
Ideas of trusteeship. 
He cited the 


case of a treasurer who used trust 
funds to pay his father's debts, saying 
naively that his obligations to his 
father took precedence to all other ob- 
ligations. 
On the other band, some 


missionaries assert that such charges 
are the mere race prejudice of the 
white man. 


Out of the confusion of hundreds of 


conflicting opinions upon this all-ab- 
sorbing topic of Japanese ecclesiastic- 
al Independence, I have gathered at 
least one conviction, namely, that BO 
long as the present state of uncer- 
tainty and turmoil exists, the Ameri- 
can missionary organizations would 
do well to send no more young preach- 
ers to Japan, although the Beld tor 
unordalned teachers Is large.

Some of the senators are carefully 


considering tile proposition of fully 
protecting the state In the Issuing of 
franchises to build and maintain dams, 
some of tho trouble arising over the 
bill which gives the Wisconsin River 
Development ft Improvement com- 
pany the right to build dams for the 
creation of reservoirs.

The 
Dody Is first thoroughly wrapped and 
then placed In logs and brush over a 
hole In the ground. 
A bed of logs is 


built up at each sldo and at the head 
of Hie bier, which Is next covered over 
and su-own about with, _dry 
fagots: 


burn, the clothing, blankets, etc., of 
the deceased are added to :the flre. 
The horse of tho dead man, however, 
is not burned among the Yurnas, as Is 
the custom with some Indians. A day 
or two after death" the wbjwam of^tlie 
deceased, if an adult, is burned, the 
rest of the family thun going to live 
with some relative. The Yumas .make 
a great show- of sorrow over their 
dead. Later they arejnever mentioned 


at all. The medicine men are still 
largely in control among'the Yumas, 
and the. government niakes'no attempt 
to Interfere. 
Usually their patients 


grow sicker, so that" they proclaim 
them doomed to die. and their proph- 
ecy will almost always come true.

The fourth archer, having noth- 
ing left to shoot, drew his bow ami 
sent his arrow flying toward the Kky 
with such speed that the friction of the 
air set the feathers on (Ire. nnd It 
Bivept on, like a meteor, to disappear 
In the clouds. 


The stories told of Robin Hood's 


archery, Illustrated by his wonderful 
performance as Lockslcy In Scott's 
"Ivunhoe," are also a decided strain 
upon a sensible pel-son's credulity.

Yonug Tefuau testified that Andrews 
had been drinking considerably before 
he got onto tho train and that lie 
had a pint bottle of wliUkoy with him 
which ho drank- from on tho way 
clown. 


When tlmy ' arrived nt Junction 


Oity young Tefeau got off tho train. 
Before doing oo 1)0 tried to aronso his 
companion, bnt ho was no much in- 
toxionted'that he puitl uo attention to 
hia efforts and ho rouiainon on. 
It 


waa evident that lie was put oil at 
Rndolph, as ho showed np in a saloon 
there soon after tlio arrival of the 
train, and alter a short stay, con- 
tinued on his way to Grand Hapiils. 


After Tofeau got oil tho train at 


Junction City ho and n companion 
Parted to walk to this city.. 
After 


coming on their way for a fow .miIon 
they made their way into a barn near 
the track whore they remained several 
hours, or until along toward morning. 
They started on thulr way again about 
daylight and passed thru Rudolph 
about flveVolook in the morning and 
continuing oi) their way to .thin city 
they liad prcceednd less than half a 
mile when they oaine across the body 
of Andrews lying beside tho track in 
a badly mangled condition. 
Tefeau 


recognized who the doad man wafl 
and he want back to Rudolph and 
notified JohufKayomo of the find ho 
Imd made, who, in company with Dr. 
Jackson and another party, want to 
the scene of the nodideut. 


They found tlia body lying in a 


heap near the. track, and it was so 
badly out and torn up as to be hardly 
recognizable as tho remains of a hu- 
man being.

while every bone in the body soeinad 
to be twisted and broken into an un- 
recognizable muss. 
The hands of the 


dead man were fonnd several rods 
from the body, and a pieoo of his 
clothing was picked up at tho station 
a third of a mile away.

Barbed Wire the Beginning. 


It was In barbed wire that Gates be- 


gan to build his fortune. Gates was 
a poor farmer's boy out west. Ills 
first business venture was contracting 
to h«*k a neighboi's rorn. From the 
money ho saved out of this work he 
•iade his first speculation. He bought 
a third Interest In a threshing 
ma- 


chine that came rattling across the 
prairie after the harvest. 
The old 


farmers shook their heads at this, for 
It was a tradition that the threshing 
machine man usually came to finan- 
cial grief. Hut It was a jear of bump- 
er erops. and 
threshing proved so 


prolltable that before the winter came 


Idea came to him that If the farmer 
would sell him the timber rights he 
could fell the hard wood and cut It up 
Into firewood to sell to the neighboring 
villages. The boy went home alter a 
Upe measure, paper and pencil, and 
then back to the woods "timber-look- 
ing" Going about the woods, select- 
ing small areas, counting the hard- 
woods and measuring them, he got an 
Idea of tha density of the. forest.

'ennsylvania and bought a fire mill 
I Sharon; then they went to Cleve- 
and and bought a Ja.000,000 rolling

But They Are Smoked Only on Special 


Occasions. 


"A prominent tobacco importer of 


this city was asked the other day 
whether there was anything extraor- 
dinary in the gift of i2.65 cigars sent 
to King Edward VII. by Baron Roths- 
child, says the New York Post. The 
baron, it appears, is accustomed 
to 


send to the British 
ruler a box ot 


these expensive "smokes" once in 
every year. 
"That's not a record, price by any 


means," replied the importer. 


He produced a box of enormous 


cigars, rich brown in coloi, with fancy 
red bands around them. These, he 
said, retailed for four dollars apiece 


"You can get them as high as five 


dollars," he added. "Look at the Ha 
•vans price list, here. You see this 
one? It costs wholesale, -without duty 
J1.50. The duty is somewhere in the 
neighborhood of. 80 per cent The 
•cigar, wben we get it, -will sell for fou 
dollars. Our profit, therefore, will b 
awn than 30 oer cent Howeyer. 


on't have enough demand for such 
igars to make a fortune on them. 
"The only time anybody buys such 


l thing is when he wishes to give it 
away or to use it for some specially 
•laborate dinner. For instance, the 
Jther day a Wall street speculator had 
a birthday, and several of his friends 
came to me and bought these four 
dollar cigars to send to him. Each 
rlend bought only one. We wrapped 
up the cigars in fancy paper and put 
iem in ornate, gilt-lettered boxes for 
shipment to the speculator. I remem- 
oer, too, a dinner given by a broker, 
at which a dozen of the cigars were 
distributed by the host 


"The guests at that dinner were in 


hard luck. I know, for I saw the ef- 
fects of a four dollar smoke on one of 
my friends. 
I gave him ono of the 


cigars and watcaed him hum it up 
The teat required about two hours 
and when he was through he told me 
ha felt like a wreck. He said he'd stop 
smoking altogether if he aad to use 
tiat sort of a cigar regularly. No, i 
•wasn't the strength—the high-priced 
ones usually are rathher mild; it was 
the time consumed in continually pui 


Ing aawy at the thing. 
Ordinarily 


ven the most inveterate smoker takes 
a rest between cigars. In this case 
here was no chance of stopping, un- 
ess he wished to miss a part of. the 
treat" 


The four dollar cigar is about eight 


ir nine inches long and proportionate- 
y bulky. According to the dealer, its 
value depends principally upon the 
ength o£ the tobacco leaf from which 
it has been rolled. 


"Of course," he said, "the tobacco is 


of the best quality, but quality in 
small leaves is plentiful. The difficul- 
ty is to find a leaf of the size required 
and of the proper quality at the same 
time. I should say that the leaf for 
this cigar measured about two feet 


"All the finest cigars come 
from. 


Cuba. We could get long leaves up in 
Connecticut but they wouldn't be 
good enough. I've no doubt that there 
is much tobacco of big sizes in the 
East Indies, but there Is no country 
that rivals Cuba in the quality of its 
tobacco crop. Undoubtedly tha Roths- 
childtglft to King Edward came from 
there." 


Incidentally he told of high-priced 


cigarettes. The most costly, he ex- 
plained, was a domestic variety that 
sold for flOO a thousand, or ten cents 
apiece. There was no imported ciga- 
rettes costing so much, he said. 


"The $100-a-tuousand sort" he ex- 


plained, "does not bring that price be- 
cause of intrinsic quality, but largely 
because of the fancy box in which 
they are packed. They are larger in 
size than the average, but not even 
an expert could detect a superiority in 
quality over many a cigarette costing 
less than half as much."

Every day the death 


roll averaged SO.' The greatest num- 
jer of deaths occurred on August 23, 
18G4, 
when 127( yielded up their lives. 


The largest military prison in the 


north was at Elmlra where 11,916 prto 
oners were confined In an open pen or 
stockade. The death list reached 2,994, 
about 25 per cent. In March, 1805, the 
greatest mortality occurred—495—or 
16.5 per cent, of all the deaths. All 
except six of the dead were buried in 
a field which was afterward plowed up 
and planted with wheat, and now 
neither summer nor winter shows a 
sign of where 3,000 hapless confeder 
ates were laid away.

Japanese Christians say no more for- 
eign rniBslonariea'are wanted In Japan, 
and that numbers of the strongest 
missionary loaders agree with them, 
at least to the extent ot saying that 
no new forces should be sent out for 
the jjrescnt, la the rather sensational 
conclusion to which I have been 
forced after six -weeks' study of the 
missionary situation here. 


A Brave crisis confronts, the mla- 


Blons In Japan. 
How serious it Is 


the church people in America havo 
no conception. That an open rupture 
between the missions and tho Jap- 
anese churches has been narrowly 
averted, and Is still a dangerous pos- 
sibility, Is freely admitted on all sides. 
Tho gravity of the situation is recog- 
nized by everybody concerned. 
It 


affects present religious conditions In 
the empire, but, more important still, 
it has a bearing upon the future of 
Christian missions in almost every 
country !n tho world. The questions 
that are up for settlement here and 
now will constitute a precedent for 
all other mission lands. 
Tho very 


magnitude of tho crisis has sobered 
all parties concerned, so that the bit- 
terness andjiostilitles which marked 
tho earlier stages of the controversy 
aro passing away, and on every side 
the extreme views aro being modified. 
Japanese Chun-.hes Assert Themselves. 


Tho present tense situation has Its 


tap root in the spirit ot Japanese na- 
tionalism. This people Is exceedingly 
sensitive and proud. It resents with 
bitterness and sarcasm being called 
a "heathen" nation, and thus being 
classed with the natives of Africa and 
the South Sea Islands. Equally Is It 
averse to remaining under foreign 
control and tutelage in its religious 
life. Tho sentiment which caused the 
abolition of extra-territorial political 
rights to foreigners, nnd which to this 
day leads the Japanese prints to 
speak of tho foreign communities as 
"former settlements," Is keenly alive 
to what is felt to be an attitude of 


for 
all the Japanese 


Where the Conflict Comet. 


The paradoxical statement is true, 


broadly speaking, that while the rela- 
tions between the Individual mission- 
ary and the Individual Japanese Chris- 
tian have been cordial, the relations 
between the missions and the native 
churches havo been strained. 


The crux of tho question has been 


the control of the forces and the 
funds. 
The missionary and his per- 


sonal helpers have worked in and for 
the local congregations, but the latter 
have had no control over them. The 
missionary Is entirely outside the Ju- 
risdiction of the native church. He 
works when and where and how he 
pleases, or as his mission directs. So, 
too, 
the evangelists employed by the 


missionary are governed In the matter 
of salar^ and labor entirely by the 
missionary. When it has chanced that 
one of these evangelists has received 
a larger salary than tho regular pas- 
tor of the church itself, there has nat- 
urally been feeling. 


It must be remembered that the 


missionary in Japan Is not a pastor. 
He has no congregational duties and 
responsibilities, such as ordinarily are 
borne by a preacher inSAmerlca. Ev- 
ery congregation has its own native 
pastor and officers. 
These may con- 


sult with the missionary, but he can- 
not "boss" them. The preaching mis- 
sionary's work is evangelistic; he 
pioneers Christianity into new placea. 
In this he 1s assisted by evangelists, 
who work -under his personal super- 
vision. 


The money, however, Is In the mis- 


sionary's control. Not all the churches, 
by any means, are self supporting. 
They must look to America' and Eng- 
land for help. With the control of the 
money has gone, to a greater or less 
degree, a voice In the direction of the 
work. Right here comes the rub. The 
Japanese want to control the money, 


than one old blind man with whom I 
talked, who has been through long 
persecution for the sake of his faith. 


Undoubtedly, too. Christianity has 


come to have a recognized place In 
the life of the nation. It Is a factor 
in the present thought and develop- 
ment of Japan which no Japanese 
leader pretends to Ignore. 
Broadly 


speaking, there Is now no hostility to 
Christianity, yet I yesterday saw one 
of the old edict boards which 50 years 
ago decorated tho highways, threat- 
ening with death any one accepting 
Christianity or harboring a Christian. 
All of the many Japanese writers and 
teachers with whom I have thus fir 
talked freely concede at least an im- 
portant place in Japan's future to 
Christianity; while Christian author,!, 
like Matsumuru, confidently declare 
that It Is bound to swallow up Budil- 
hism and Shlntolsm. Japanese Chris- 
tians .are beginning to have their own 
schools and orphanages, supported by 
themselves, as well as their own re- 
ligious books and periodicals. 


Why No More Missionaries. 


The foregoing Is an endeavor to 


give a clear • glimpse of a situation 
that seems to bo understood vary 
slightly in America. Back here one 
hears echoes of fervid 
reports of 


"Japan's Religious Awakening," and 
"japan's plea for missionaries." Over

The 
missionaries of the American Board 
very generally yield themselves to the 
counsel of their Japanese associates. 
One man told me the other day that, 
in coun'cll with the native pastors, 
they had assigned him his work for 
the coming year. ' He says that he 
finds this relation perfectly satisfac- 
tory and that the attitude of the Jap- 
anese is in no wise dictatorial, but 
that all are together seeking the one 
end of the work's welfare.

All this.Is no mere racial jealousy. 


It goes deep. Are the Japanese quali- 
fied for ecclesiastical self-government, 
as they have proved their fitness for 
political self-government? 
Akin to 


this is the consideration whether a 
mission land Is forever to remain a 
mission land, nurtured 
by outside 


agencies. The native church in Japan 
covers the entire empire. It has many 
self-supporting 
congregations, 
and 


powerful leaders not a few. It is said 
that in remote government 
schools 


where there was not a single Chris- 


Justed. It may be that some men al- 
ready here will have to return home. 
To a mere observer it appears reason- 
able that a man who has been in 
Japan many years 
without having 


learned the language, or acquired the 
Japanese viewpoint, or attained sym- 
pathetic and fraternal relations with 
the native Christians, should consider 
himself called to some more congenial 
field of labor. A recent Issue of "Mis- 
sion News," a monthly published In 
Kobe In the interests of the Ameri- 
can Board Mission, contained these 
striking sentences: 
"The time for 


'extra-territorial' Christianity in Japan 
Is rapidly drawing to an end, if it Is 
not already passed. Missions and mis- 
sionaries are being tested. They hane 
accomplished a mighty work in the 
past and It is In their power to do 
even greater work in the present and 
immediate future. Will they meet the 
test and rise to the opportunity that 
Is theirs?" 


On this last point the Japanese are 


quite insistent. They say the new day 
demands a new kind of help from 
America. Instead'of men to do preach- 
ing and teaching—for which some as- 
sert there are now sufficient qualified 
Japanese—they want men of the char- 
acter and calibre of President Charles 
Cuthbert Hall,, of Union Seminary, 
New York, who made a pronounced 
impression during his recent visit to 
Japan. 
They 
want 
statesmanlike 


leaders, men of large culture, great 
learning and broad sympathies. The 
best that America has in the way of 
teachers and pastors may' profitably 
be sent to Japan to lead her native 
leaders and inspire her native Inspir- 
ers. 


In the meantime the majority of 


missionaries, as well as many Japan- 
ese, declare that Japan still nesds the 
missionaries. 
The native church is 


not strong enough, either In men or 
money, to go it alone. Japanese

tion of tho petroleum Industry." 


The report shows that the great 


magnitude of the Standard's opera- 
tions has been attained through unfair 
and predatory practices, Involving the 
extermination or crippling of rivals 
and tho preventing of the rise of new 
ones through the use of vexatious and 
oppretislvo 
mcthcxls. It establishes 


that the policy of tho corporation has 
been "a deliberate destruction of. com- 
petition" and "a consequent control of 
the Industry by less than a dozen men 
who reaped enormous profits there- 
from." 


In conclusion, the report says it Is 


apparent that the dominating position 
of the Standard Oil company in tho 
oil Industry has largely been secured 
by the abuse of transportation facili- 
ties, first, by flagrant discriminations 
obtained from railroads; second, by a 
refusal to operate its pipe line system 
so as to extend to Independent Inter- 
ests tho benefits to which they were 
both morally and legally 
entitled,

FIENDS WRECK A TRAIN. 


Pacific Coast Flyer Hurled from Tres- 


tle Near Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—A fiendish train 


wrecking plot was perpetrated near 
hero Wednesday that resulted in the 
death of one man and the injury of 
22 persons, four of whom are dying. 


Train No. 20, one of the Southern 


Pacific's coast line flyers, duo here at 
nine-o'clock Tuesday night, was hurl- 
ed from the tracks on a trestle at 
West Glcndalc, ten miles north 'of 
here, at 12:30 a. m. Wednesday by the 
deliberate work of murderous train 
wreckers. Seven cars plunged off the 
trestle, while the train was making 40 
miles an hour, falling 16 feet to the 
bottom of a gulch. 


At the Southern Pacific general of- 


fices In this city notices ivere posted 
offering $10,000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of the person or persons re- 
sponsible for the wreck. Tho officials 
announced that they had no clew 
whatever. 


In accomplishing the Wreck of tho 


train, which was the "Coast Line Lim- 
ited," a devilish Ingenuity was exer- 
cised. At a point on a trestle- over the 
Arroyo Soco the fishplates and bolts 
of two connecting rails on the south- 
bound track had been removed, and 
in the apertures whence the bolts 
were taken strands o! heavy wire 
were fastened at the end o£ each rail. 


From the appearance of'' the track 


after tho wreck It was evident that 
some person hidden on a hillside close 
to the tresile had pulled the wire as 
the train approached and spread the 
rails outward toward the edge of the 
trestle.

•body is first thoroughly wrapped and 
then placed in logs aad brush over a 
lole in the ground. A bed of logs is 
built up at each side and at the head 
of the bier, which is next covered over 
md. strewn about _wjtU jiry 
fagots; 


burn, the clothing, blankets, etc., of 
the deceased are added to the fire. 
The horse of the dead man, however, 
is not burned among the Yumas, as is 
the custom with some Indians. A day 
or two after death the wigwam of^the 
deceased, if an adult, is burned, the 
rest ot the family iMn going to live 
with some relative. The Yumas make 
a great show of sorrow over their 
dead. Later they ar«_never mentioned 


at all. 
The medicine men are still 


largely in control among fha Yumas, 
and the government makes'no attempt 
to Interfere. 
Usually their patients 


grow sicker, so that they proclaim 
them doomed to die and their proph- 
ecy will almost always come true.

cranberry growers has all the out- 
ward forms and machinery used in 
manipulating trusts based upon ar- 
ticIoH of prime necessity, the very 
commodity on •which onr combination 
is based is such that a trust in the 
popular and legal sense of the term In 
not possible. 


Enclosed find a little slip recently 


published in the Tribune that gives 
in a crude way my reasons for this 
position. 


If a law were passed prohibiting 


Individuals from carrying firearms, 
auii I was found with a revolver on 
my person, and upon examination of 
thb material of which it was com- 
pomd, it was shown to be made of 
wood, so fashioned as to resemble a 
revolver in its external appearance 
now, if this case came up before your 
Honor would you hold mo guilty of 
violating the law, when it became 
clear to you that if I should attempt 
to shoot with such a weaixm, 1 could 
injure only myself. 


Tho declared purposes of onr or- 


ganization 
i» NOT in restraint of 


trade; on the contrary it is to pro- 
moto the sale of cranberries, by so- 
curing better cleaning, grading and 
packing; by 
securing 
better and 


cheaper transportation; by securing a 
wider and bettor distribution of the 
crop; by advertising its healthful and 
medicinal qualities; by exporting it, 
and exploiting it in countries where 
it is uow unknown; by lessening the 


' number of middle men lying between 


the grower and consumer, to whom 
wo have to pay tribute; by keeping 
defective berries off the market; and 
as soon aa berries show signs of poor 
keeping qualities, by having 
them 


sent to the canneries. 


These are all lawful things that 


can be done successfully only through a 
combination of the growers. 
I admit 


that the motive of those Interested in 
this combination is to secure better 
prices and a steadier market for their 
product, but it does not follow that 
the consumer will hsvo to pay more, 
lu fact, it is possible that the con- 
aimer will be better served and at 
lower prices. 
But if onr organisa- 


tion is successful, and if it works out 
the problems before it, the wild prices 
of $JO and $30 a barrel such as we 
had two years ago when we we.re 
distributing under MOB METHODS 
and through speculators, will never
